Pensacola, Oct. I.— Not since the 
Galveston disaster has such a hurri­ 
cane swept the gulf coast as the one 
which struck this city on the morning 
of Sept. 27 with all impelling force, 
and raged for twelve hours, the wind 
blowing at eighty and ninety miles 
an hour, with occasional gusts of IOU 
m iles per hour. The known loss of 
life up to date is thirty, which will 
probably be increased to seventy-five, 
while the property loss will exceed 
$5,000,000. 
Never In the history of this port, nor 
of Florida, has such wreck and devas­ 
tation 
been 
wrought 
Hundreds of 
persons are homeless, without food 
and clothing, and cared for by charity. 
Many are suffering for want of the 
necessaries of life, and others from 
exposure. 
Great 
steam 
ships and 
ocean-going 
sailing 
vessels, 
which 
hare 
withstood 
the 
hurricanes 
of 
oceans, were helpless before the ter­ 
rible death-dealing force, and are to­ 
tally a mangled heap upon beaches, 
mingled with the wrecks of fishing 
schooners, tug boats and pleasure boats, I 
while thousands of stacks of timber j 
and homes and wharves are intermin­ 
gled with this congregation of wreck- I 
age. 
From Fort McRae to Escambia 
bridge, a distance of ten miles, the bay 
shore has been swept clean, except a 
few wharves, where floated a fleet | 
of seventy-five large ships before the 
hurricane. 
McRae, one of the modern 
coast fortifications, has been swept 
from the earth and five lives lost 
Five others are raving maniacs from 
their terrible experience. 
They saved 
themselves by lashing to the batter­ 
ies. 
Fort Pickens and Fort Barransas are 
badly 
damaged, the 
former 
almost 
wrecked. 
The navy ward has suffered to the 
extent of over $1,000,OOO. 
Five war ? 
vessels were sunk and driven ashore, 
the floating dock crushed and other ; 
damage sustained. 
Three lives were 
lost there. 
The life-saving and urgent station 
at Santa Rosa Island have been swept 
completely off the beach, and five 
persons are 
known 
to have 
been 
drowned there. 
The 
m agnificent 
Escam bia 
draw 
bridge, costing hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, is gone and three lives were 
lost, 
It was more than a mile in 
length, and owned by the Louisville 
and Nashville 
railway. 
Three 
im­ 
mense port docks of that company 
have been swept away or damaged. 
Every wharf and warehouse along the 
city has been completely demolished 
and the Red Snapper fishing industry, j 
the largest in the world, destroyed, j 
The immense packing houses have 
been carried away, and of a fleet of 
about sixty vessels, two of the re­ 
main. 
From 
hundreds 
to 
thousands 
of ! 
homes have been destroyed, and fully ( 
2,000 damaged to the extent of hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars. The city 
is In a terrible condition, and relief 
com m ittees are working night and day 
in efforts to relieve the sufferings of 
hundreds of destitute.

Mobile, O ct I.—A heavy rainstorm, 
but without wind, set In Sunday night 
and greatly interfered with the work 
of construction 
gangs. 
It is found, 
too. It will cause much suffering and 
lom c deaths along the coast of the 
south end of Mobile bay. 
Many peo­ 
ple are homeless in that section and 
living In the woods with scanty sup­ 
plies of provisions. 
The exposure of 
another storm cannot but have a seri­ 
ous effect upon women and childrem. 
On Dauphin island there are 500 
people homeless, with only three small 
buildings In which they can obtain 
shelter. 
In spite of the fact that two 
relief expeditions have been sent out 
the supply of provisions is wellnigh 
exhausted. 
Another supply was sent 
Monday. 
There Is need of urgent ald at sev­ 
eral points on Mobile bay, and assist­ 
ance for the unfortunates sent here 
will be gratefully received and prompt­ 
ly forwarded. 
Mobile deeply appreciates the many 
proffers of ald tendered by other cities, 
but is able to take care of her own 
destitute. 
The citizens hope those at 
outside points In need of assistance 
will secure IL 
Arrests were made Monday at some 
of the lower coast resorts of negroes 
caught looting wrecked homes. 
The 
militia has been sent to Coden and 
other places nearby to protect prop­ 
erty 
Word ha* been received that thirty 
or forty Creoles on Monluls Island are 
destitute and In Imminent danger of 
starvation. 
Citizens of Mobile have undertaken 
relief measures with energy and are 
sending 
food 
and 
clothing 
to 
the 
stricken points as rapidly as possible, 
but there is so much suffering at vari­ 
ous points to which access is so dif­ 
ficult that It is certain great suffering 
must follow. 
Next to food the great 
need is for clothing. 
Men and women 
In some places have been reduced to 
wearing coffee Backs for clothing, and 
there are few sacks to be had at that. 
The first thing done by the relief ex­ 
pedition sent from here Sunday to 
Coden was to give clothing to the peo­ 
ple with which to cover themselves. 
Suffering has been Intense at Bayou 
la Batrie, and is still acute. 
Members 
of the relief com mittee which visited 
that place Sunday reported they were 
followed by little children drying and 
begging piteously for a piece of bread. 
A large number of tents have been 
taken to Dauphin island. 


F O U R T E E N DEAD. 


Twelve of This Number Were Drowned 
In Mississippi Sound. 
New Orleans. Oct. I.— Fourteen are 
dead and as many more missing as the 
result of last Thursday’s hurricane in 
the vicinity of New Orleans. 
Twelve 
persons were drowned in Mississippi 
sound, two killed in interior towns of 
southern Mississippi and more than a 
dozen fishermen are reported missing 
In the delta region of the Mississippi 
river south of this city. 
This sum­ 
mary is based upon reports from al­ 
most every town or settlem ent in or 
about he regions named, such places 
as could not be communicated with. by 
telegraph having

reached 
by 
boat or horse. 
New Orleans is still without suffi­

the rope, which dangled from the tov> 
er, the wind cached them , hurled them 
against the building with such force 
as to bruise them badly, and th y 
were several tim es alm ost compel]- d 
to lose their hold upon the rope, bu 
they finally reached the top, and tie a 
they lowered to the men w aiting be 
low. first the two babies, theft sh 
keeper’s wife and the keeper hlmsel*.

persons, most of them being women.
